REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect to 
instant claims 2 and 5-10, applicants have amended the claims to remove issues of indefiniteness 
and remove the photoacid generators made obvious to use by the prior art. The photoacids st 
forth were not found to be used in the manner set forth nor made obvious to use in the manner set 
forth. With respect to newly added claim 1 1, the method set forth was found novel and 
unobvious over the prior art. With respect to arguments of positive and negative photochemistry 
being so different as to be the reason, the examiner notes that with respect to vinyl ether 
crosslinking this is not so and cites Sander et al (4,248,957) at column 8, lines 53- col. 9, lines 
23, disclosing different intensity and writing speeds to change from negative to positive and the 
reverse and citing Shouldice et al (US 2004/0009363 Al) at [0128] to [0129] disclosing their 
vinyl ether compositions can be either positive or negative working depending on the heating 
temperatures used for crosslinking. These are just two examples showing the intended use of the 
compositions is determinate of the positive or negative image obtained.
